LEAKAGE IN COAL 
DELIVERY. 


A CASE STILL PENDING. 


— 


The cargo-boat mistress who was 
last week xemanded on a charge of 
having 8 secret compartment on 
board her vessel, and with unlaw- 
fully having in her possession 64 
tons of coal, wae again before 
‘Magistrate Wood yesterday afte: noon. 
Three boatmen who were found on the 
jusk at the time the police searched 
it, were charged in conjunction with 
the woman, 

Mr. W. B. Hind. defended. all the 
accused and pleaded “ not guilty.” 

Tntpector Spaat. deposed how the 
police searched the boat as‘tlie result 
of a complaint made by Captain 
Heancy of the 3.5. “ Phranang.” and 
discovered the coa) concealed in a 

false bottom large enovgh for a man 
to stand up and move about in.. 

The Magistrate, who had inspected 
the boat, decided that the compart- 
ment was a secret one, conn-cted with 
the hold, but having no opening with 
the deck. 

‘A fine of $50 was imposed, and the 
woman was ordered to make the wall 
of the hold solid. 

Sergt. Carey gave evidence of the 
actual finding of the coal. He saw 
the junk in Belchers Bay, and as this 
was an unusual place for cargo- boats 
to lie in, he boarded her. When he 
asked the woman where she got the 
coal from, she did not’ reply but 
aid to him in Cantonese “Here is 
$40 to buy chow.” He arrested her 
and the men on board. . 

A representative of the owners of 
the Phranang”” deposed that his 
company bought 180 tone of coalfrom 
the M.B.K. Coal Coy., and it was 
delivered to the ship by the defend- 
ants’ junk and another junk. A lot 
of coal was missing. : 

The defendants claimed the coal 

. found on their junk to be aweepings 
which they had been given pesmission 
to take away. 

The man who superintended the 
delivery of the coal said that the 
defendants were given permission 
to take the sweepings, but they were 
not allowed to take any lumps of 
coal. He saw the hold of the junk 
empticd, and so far as he knew no 
egal waa retained in the junk. He 
did not know anything, of course, of 
the presence of the secret compart- 
ment. . : 

After more witnesses, had been. 
heard, the Magistrate decided that 
there was a case to answer as 80 per 
cent of the coal foundin tlie junk 
corresponded with the quality, of coal 
delivercd to the “Phranang.” 

Mr, Hind submitted that there was 
no evidence of the coal havi.g been 
stolen. . 

The Magietrate replied that. there 
was cv.dence of finding, whereupon 
Mr. Hind asked for a remand to con- 
sider the point and address the Court 
inter. ; ;
